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REMARKS

Double Patenting Rejection 
Claims 21-35 and 49-59 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double 
patenting over claims 1-20 of U.S. Patent No. 6,642,839.

§772 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 49-59 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, for indefiniteness. 
Claim 49 is amended to provide antecedent basis for the noted element. Support for the 
amendment appears in the specification including the figures.
